concerned. We recommend the Board to re- 
scind any order to the contrary.”” He said 
he moved the amendment in order to keep the 
Custom House Dock free from the existing dis- 
pute, and free to take goods from chartered 
steamers which were not affected.

The Chairman said that that amendment 
had already been defeated by a substantial 
majority. He said the following resolution,

“That, having considered the reports of 
the Harbour Master concerning his interview 
with delegates of the Transport Union, who 
informed him that they would not allow goods 
to be taken into the Custom House Docks, the 
Board now say that they cannot permit of an 
interference with their officials or workmen in 
the discharge of the duties assigned to them. 

“Tf this interference is persisted in the 
Board will have no option left but to close 
down all departments so affected until such 
time as this interference is discontinued, Mr. 
George Byrne, Alderman Byrne, Councillor 
Daly, and Councillor Farrell dissenting.”’ 

“Secretary to send to-day a copy of resolu- 
tion to Secretary of Transport Workers 
Union.”’ 

Mr. Paul said that he was desirous of 
having taken away sheds which were held by 
people who were not using them, and having 
them made available for private letting for 
such people as would use them. 

Mr. A. Byrne said that he wanted to kee 
the Custom House Dock open for small 
chartered stegmers coming in with foodstuffs. 
The adoption of the resolution in the report 
would mean that within the next twelve hours 
there would be a test case similar to Mr. 
Crowe’s, and the port would be held up. 

The Chairman said that the chartered 
steamers were not going into the Custom 
House Dock. It was not affected in any way 
by the strike. But the port was losing £2,000 
& week in revenue, 

Alderman Byrne’s motion was ruled out of 
order after reference to the Law Agent. 

Mr. George Byrne moved that the passing 
of the minute of the Committee of the Whole 
Board be postponed. 

Alderman A. Byrne seconded. 

Mr. Paul supported the motion, and said 
that at the present time they were simply 
starving the Free State, and Belfast was 
flooding the Midlands and the West. He had 
seen it, and they were playing the.game of 
England at that Board. It was very clear 
that members of the Employers’ Federation 
recognised that.

“Though I think badly of the House of 
Lords, I do not go so far as some of my 
friends who consider peers as pariahs.’’ 
Yet Lord Rosebery was an aristocrat to 
the: marrow, and, unlike his ‘breezy rival 
and contemporary, Harcourt, seemed 
always conscious of the fact. On occasion 
he showed an instinct for all the little 
tricks of the politician, as in the Mid- 
jothian campaign of 1879, when, after his 
marriage to Miss Rothschild, every device 
was used to advance the cause of the 
house of Dalmeny against Disraeli’s candi- 
date. This happened in the face of Lord 
Rosebery’s seemitig inability ever to 
master what might be called the Lloyd 
Georgian technique of politics. The laird 
won by a narrow majority, with the help 
of Gladstone's personal weight at the 
hustings. 

At Eton they had said of Rosebery that 
he wanted the palm without the dust. 
Yet, when he went io the Foreign Office, 
> amazed old officials with his knowledge 
of leading European houses. The explana- 
tion lay in the fact that he had conned 
the Almanach de Gotha from cover to cover. 
As an administrator, precision was some- 
thing of a weakness with him. “ What is 
a protocol?’ he one day asked an 
astounded subordinate, who used the word 
rather too glibly. It is remarkable that 
in foreign politics his leanings were in 
the direction of - German alliance. As a 
distant connection of the house of Pitt, 
his historical imagination had been seized 
with the Prussian legend. Through Bis- 
marck he was in touch with the leading 
German statesmen, and at the time of the 
Entente, and of the bargaining with 
France over Morocco, he made no secret 
of his feeling. In his relation with Ire- 
land he finally became a witness for Glad- 
stonian Home Rule in 1893; adding, 
“but not an enthusiastic witness.” 

Despite his Scottish ancestry, Lord 
Rosebery was a great Londoner. He was 
the first Chairman ef the London County 
Council on its creation in the ‘nineties. 
Here he met such men as John Burns and 
other Radigals at a time when feeling was 
strong against his caste. It was agreed 
that he should be called “Mr. Chair- 
man,” a compromise on the “ Citizen 
Rosebery ’’ suggested by one of his fellow- 
councillors. In this office he won the 
encomiums of all, both through his sense 
of fairness and his enormous energy as a 
committee man. In his first year he 
attended over three hundred meetings. 
Lord Rosebery had a dislike for the 
smaller wars that were frequent during 
Queen Victoria’s reign. ‘‘Is there no pie 
in the world out of which we can manage 
to keep our fingers?’’ he wrote during the 
ages controversy. Yet he foresaw 
clearly the need for bringing the Overseas 
Dominions into more intimate rapport 
with the Imperial Government, and even 
thirty years ago was urging the contact 
which afterwards found expression in the 
Imperial Conference. 

Lord Rosebery’s incursions into litera- 
ture were felicitious, despite a certain 
weakness. His “Pitt,” “ Chatham,’’ and 
“The Last Phase ' (Napoleon), are of the 
highest order. Here we see the thinker 
and a mind which unfolded more readily 
in the study than in the jostle of politics. 
His speeches were carefully composed— 
often rising to a fine eloquence. Speaking 
in Edinburgh in 1914, he described the 
war as “the fine on the renewal of the 
lease of the British Empire.’’ To this 
fine he gave his son, Neil Primrose, killed 
in action in Palestine in November, 1918. 
Even as a speaker the conscious aristoc.at 
broke out sometimes: “I do wish you 
would not interrupt me,” he said to a 
member of his audience in Ispwich, in 
1888; “it breaks the current of my 
thought and will prevent me from finish- 
ing my speech.’’ Thirty years later he 
administered a similar rebuke to a quite 
friendly enthusiast at a recruiting rally. 
To him it was the phrasing and diction 
which mattered. A year ago the tenants 
of the Mentmore estate were apprised of 
the fact that the house and lands had 
been made over to his heir, Lord Dalmeny. 
Lord Rosebery, now over seventy-five years 
of age, intended to spend the remainder 
of his life in the strictest seclusion. 
“Good-bye ’’ were his last words; “I shall 
never see you again.” 

This book is well brought out, printed 
in gone of the oldest fonts in existence.

A SCOTTISH SOLDIER. 

Sir James Grierson died of an aneurism 
of the heart at Amiens, in the fifty-fifth 
year of his age, when, as General Com- 
manding the Second Army of the British 
Expeditionary Force, he was going to his 
headquarters at the front. As we read 
this engrossing biography, it is easy to 
understand why his colleagues thought 
that he then stood on the threshold of 
fame. . To Grierson soldiering was a voca- 
tion, a passion. Born on the same day 
as William II. of Germany, in the year 
of Magenta and Solferino, het was eleven 
years of age when the Franco-Prussian 
War revolutionised military thought in 
Europe. The value of this book lies in 
the model which it sets before the young 
officer. Success meant to Grierson the 
power to serve his country. On one occa- 
sion when he met with a disappointment 
he wrote in his diary: “Her Majesty will 
get more work out of me yet before I give 
up trying to get on.” 

The foresight of the Scotsman is 
evident even in his career at the Royal 
Military Academy at Woolwich. He saw 
in the advance of Russia in Centra] Asia, 
no less than in the troubled state of the 
Balkan’ Peninsula, possibilities which 
might render the Russian language a help 
in the promotion of an officer. In his 
second term, therefore, he began the 
study of Russian, and in December, 1877, 
passed an examination in that language 
as a voluntary subject. In time he came 
to be able to speak 
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-miners are, 
and I imagined this was a rising of some 
sort. It was only aiterwards that I learnt 
of Jameson's invasion—~who Jameson was 
I did not then know—and that officers of 
the Guards were the leaders of the fili- 
busters.”

finest sights I have ever seen. . . The 
Kaiser did the whole thing himself with- 
out. help, and looked every inch a kin 
and a soldier, going hell for leather with 
forty squadrons of horse at his heels.’’ 
Another time we learn that the Kaiser 
“ really handled his Army magnificently,’’ 
and was “ probably the best cavalry leader 
in the German Army.” It is quite clear 
that men like Lndendorff did not entertain 
this high opinion; for there is every 
reason to think that the Kaiser never 
attended a single war conference from 
1914 to: 1918. All his power ceased on 
the outbreak of war. 

With the outbreak of war in 1914 the 
precious military knowledge and experi- 
ence which Grierson had been garnering 
all his life should have come into active 
use on Britain’s behalf. The hand cf 
death stilled the ever-keen brain. In 
Glasgow he was buried. “So it is,” Mr. 
MacDiarmid tells us, “that while Sir 
John Moore lies looking out upon the field 
of Corunna, and Colin Campbell, Lord 
Clyde, in Westminster Abbey, the third 
of Glasgow's great soldier sons sleeps his 
last sleep in the heart of his native city.” 
Who shall estimate the loss stistained by 
that untimely death? In Sir James Mon- 
crieff Grierson there passed a loyal an‘ 
brilliant servant of the. King, a soldie. 
who had never failed in any task set him 
to do, a leader who “ looked like victory.’

THE FRENCH PEOPLE. 

M. Guy de la Batut and M. Georges 
Friedmann write a history of the French 
people which essays to deal with popular 
movements rather than with the rise and 
fall of warring dynasties. “There is diffi- 
culty, from this angle, in ‘beginning the 
story of the French people much before 
evolution. The 
authors make a bold attempt to get over 
this difficulty by telling us of the early 
movement for the enfranchisement of the 
villeins and serfs. We. are told that the 
treatment of the subject is in the nature 
of a new departure to meet the new atti- 
tude to history that has been left to 
Europe as a legacy << the Great War. 
If this means that more people to-day 
care about history than in former years, 
we are glad to learn that it is the case. 
If, on the other hand, it means that there 
is some new method of writing history, 
then it is nonsense. Al] historians pro- 
fess to narrate the tale of the past as 
fully as they can, and all historians for 
the last hundred years at least have 
written on the lines indicated by M. de la 
Batut and M. Friedmann. 

Our authors, indeed, have more to say 
about. the growth of literature and of 


learning than some of their predecessors, | 


and we commend them warmly for this 
part of their work; but there is nothing 
particularly new in it. If any reader 


turns to the great co-operative history of 


France which M. Lavisse has edited, he 
will see for himself that this has been 
done on an exhaustive scale by other his- 
torians. The book before us claims too 
much. It is a good narrative of the past 
of France in which more space is devoted 
to the history of the last hundred and fifty 
years than to the preceding four or five 
hundred. From anothe= point of view we 
do not think that the authors’ treatment 
is sound. It seems to imply that all his- 
tory which does not concern the people is 
so much waste. Yet if there is any 
country in the world which reflects the 
history of the past, that country is France. 
The centralised system is the most direct 
bequest that the Bourbons have left, and 
no one can be long in France without 
being aware of the reign of officialdom.

ARCHAZOLOGY AND RELIGION, 

_ Those who have been moved to interest 
in matters Egyptian by the recent dis- 
coveries will find Mrs. A. A. Quibell’s 
book of great assistance. The title of her 
book exactly describes its scope, She 
gives a short and clear account—so far as 
it can at present be given—of the period 
from 3500 p.c. to 642 a.p., when the 
country was conquered by the Arabs; 
and as she unfolds the story she 
shows us how it has been recon- 
structed from the archmological dis- 
coveries, We were especially interested 
in what she has to say about the date of 
the Exodus, and nowhere is her soundness 
of judgment shown to better advantage 
than in her marshalling of the arguments 
for and against an earlier or later dating 
of that event. As to a-decision on the 
point, “it is better to admit that the 
uestion can hardly be answered satis- 

torily on the facts as they are known 
at present,” The volume ig full of in- 
terest, and will be useful as a guide to 
the Egyptian section of any museum. An 
appendix of photographic illustrations a- 
hances its value.

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HARVESTING “SEASON, ' 
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HANDLING THE CUT CROP, 


The harvest ig now far advanced and ap- 


proaching at last a belated finish, so we may 
confine our remarks chiefly to the handling 
of the cut crop, which still, in many. cases, 
lies waiting in the field. Winter oats, no 
doubt, lead the van in cereal harvesting. Of 
the-i it may be borne in mind that their 
straw has much of the consistency of hay, 
which suggests a longer period for drying out 
in the shock, fu 

left by the presence of young clovers under- 
sown. Probably for these various reasons the 
saying has arisen of oats, ‘‘Two Sundays in 
the shock,” which is most frequently a pain- 
fu] necessity. 

Much of what has been said of winter oats 
applies to barley. Owing to the wet season 
many acres, unfortunately, still face the 
binder. The facility with which barley 
germinates is indicated by the maltster’s art. 
General uniformity is of the greatest import- 
ance in malting barley, and uniformity of ap- 
pearance demands uniformity of treatment. 
Neither barley nor oats should be tied too 


tightly or im big sheaves, and im shocking it | 


is generally wise to put no more than three 
sheaves aside—six in a shock—and leave the 
ends open. Once barley becomes ep Sf 
soaked through, unless the situation is a hill- 
side and the wind intervenes, it is well nigh 
impossible to dry the sheaves out in regson- 
able time, especially as clover undersown 
necessitates quick carting and frequent mov- 


ing 
A GOOD PLAN. 

In this case the writer has found the great 
benefit of the following procedure. Shock the 
barley, wet side out if possible; then go 
round the shocks and cut each band, but leav- 
ing the shocks intact. With the release the 
sheaf will automatically expand at least a 
fraction, which may, if time serves and it. be 
thought fit, be increased by a slight parting 
with the hands—almost in the same motion. 
The sheaves will then dry out in surprising! 
short time and, being shocked, hold well 
together, to be picked up with little extra 
trouble by a long-handed four-tined fork. 

Although by now winter varieties have 
mostly reached the shock some belated spring 
sown corn may still remain to be dealt with. 
The sheaves are best not too big and tied 
tight, as they are liable to shrink. If rye 
or wheat stubble is not very foul there are 
many advantages in making the shocks fairly 
big and the ends filled up, provided that the 
general principle of tall shocking be observed 
—namely, that as far as possible each pair of 
sheaves be independently balanced and not 
greatly tending to lean upon the others in the 
shock. This leaning otherwise becomes 
greatly eee and rain will be held, 

ALLEN SHEAVES. 

If a really soaking time sets in and risk of 
growing in the ear arises, as it often does in 
thundery weather, it is a good plan when re- 
setting up fallen sheaves to move also the 
outer ones, which lean badly and set them up 
afresh in squares of four sheaves each. This 
in some wise tends to overcome the inevitable 
difficulty of balancing shocks set up a second 
time. 

Considerable licence may be taken in the 
carting of wheat, which may even be stacked 
after appreciable rain, if it be left in the 
stack till the spring. In all the foregoing it 
must be remembered that anything t- 
ing too much additional labour or dupli 
tion has been avoided, . Hence no mention of 
the sometime expedients of throwing down 
the shocks—splitting the bretts to the wind~ 
— re-shocking, or even ae of the 
sail reaper or mower, though it-is admitted 
té of these methods may have their time 
ana p < 

Finally, if is tlaimed that where place and

DO FARMERS WANT A PARTY? 


Writing before the full results of the elec- 
tions are known, and before an exhaustive 
or even a wholly adequate analysis of the 
farmer's part in them is available, it is yet 
possible to reach ceriain broad conclusions 
from the facts so far disclosed. On a super- 
ficial examination, these facts may seem 
puzzling to those unacquainted with the quick- 
witted and yet slow-minded—or, perhaps, we 
should say slowly acting—men who form .in 
this ‘country the most’ basic “element in the 
population. Let us take one typical fact. In 
the constituencies covering sixteen counties 
and portion of a seventeenth, about 15 per 
cent. of the population -have given their first 
preferences to men of the Farmers’ Party, or 
men who have made the future of the farming 
industry the dominant issue in the elections. 
There is, of course, no accurate estimate pos- 
sible at this moment, in the absence of recent 
census figures, of the proportion of farmers to 
*‘all others ” in these counties (drawn from 
each of the four provinces), but no «stimate 
could place that proportion at less than four 
times fifteen cent. At a rough and ready 
ess then, which cannot be very far removed 
the truth, one farmer in four must have 
iven his first preference to a farmers’ candi- 
6, or, in the alternative, the abstentions 
amongst farmers from polling in these con- 
stituencies must have been abnormal. Here 
is a phenomenon which at first sight perplexes 
or alarms us—if we conclude that the back- 
bone of rural Ireland has grown inert, or the 
shrewdness of the agricultural class has 
deserted it. How can so baffling a pheno- 
menon be interpreted? 
Political Views, 
fn these columns, devoted to the interests 
of agriculture as such, and considering the 
farmer rather as a producer and as one who 
seeks his livelihood in the principal industry 
of the country than as a citizen indistinguish- 
able from his fellow citizens, we do hot raise 
party issues. The question of how the farmer 
who did not vote gud farmer did vote does not, 
therefore, directly arise. What we have to 
consider is how there come to be so many of 
these and why so smal! a proportion cast their 
votes as farmers. We think the question itself 
involves some, at least, of the elements of the 
answer. The farmers who cast their votes— 
as we have been assured a big proportion of 
them -did—for pro-Treaty candidates did so 


because their political self-consciousness has 
been on definitely political lines. 
They themselves that stable and pro- 
gressive ent was the dominating issue 
at the election. Those who voted otherwise 
argued, we may assume, from similar pre- 
mises, oa MN reaching ie conclusion that 
their securing © pene “ús in 
Ireland” would be more likely to be attained 
by other means than the return of the 
t candidates. In a word, self-con- 
sciousness in politics does not as yet permeate 
the farmer in his capacity as farmer except 
some issue essential to his prosperity as a 
citizen is involvedwn the iz~mers’ programme. 
If this conclusion be justih: '. we think cer- 
tain deductions follow,” ~ 
indirect Representation. | 
The first of these is that the farmer is not 
as much concerned for direct sentation in 
the Dail as his advisers in the Farmers’-Union 
would naturally ‘desire. He is, we think, dis- 
poséd to try peaceful penetration at least in 
the early stages of our new-born State: If this 
fails or disappoints him, we have, no doubt, 
that his sense of the duty he owes to his class 
will develop a sharper, more assertive note in 
his political activities in the future. Those who 
may suppose that he does not greatly care in 
what direction our early legislation shapes 
iteelf .may, before the next elections, 
make some startling . discoveries. The 
Farmers’ Party may emerge from this 
week's contests stronger. in numbers 
and abler-in quality than it was in the ‘last 
Dail. . But, what may count for even more 
than this, farming representation will not he 
confined to the Desens’ Party—which will 
no doubt welcome rural allies elected under 
other labels, but dependent for ultimate: poli- 
tical existence on the votes of farmers. We 
believe those who think it imperative for the 
well-being of the Free State that . govern- 
ment should rest for the present rather in the 
keeping of a solid and compact political party 
than be influenced by the vicissitudes of the 
group systems will do well to take not only 
the Farmers’ Party, but, all those deputies 
who legislate in virtue of the rural vote, into 
counsel. The whole policy of the nation, so 
far as legislation can shape and administration 
guide it, has still to be formulated, and no 
phase’ will be more important, urgent, or 
complex than that whose first reactions will 
be upon the tillers of the soil, in whose mprbs- 
perity or adversity the nation prospers or de- 
clines. 


A Farmer's Programme. 


One other deduction may, we think. safely 
be made ixom the facts so far elicited. 
Farmers are still responsive to larze political 
issues. The farmer's friends must help him 
to formulate such a programme as he will 
himself willingly subscribe to, and which he 
can reasonably hope io see “ performed”’ 
within a veasonable time. Ii must be clear; 
it should be concise; it should be concrete. 
Have any oí those who are interested in non- 
political policies any help to give him in com- 
piling it? We have seen programmes which, 
while innocuots and even laudable, have 
seemed to us io lack the conditions we have 
mentioned. The days of political catch cries 
are, we hone. doonied in Ireland, as else- 
where; but a progiamme should embody 
issues oh which feeling has become coherent. 
Above all, it should be constrictive, whether 
directjw or indirectly, the farmer is bound to 
count in the non-party politics of the future— 
and to count increasiuchy. ÍL is open to argu- 
ment whether his intluence will best be 
wielded in. the near future by concentration 
ov the development of a directly political 
organ, bill should suc!) nr@ve nec®asarv it will 
nxt effect tae vractical cnd the farmer: desire:

From A CORRESPONDENT. 

Two types of horses which are specially use- 
ful and profitable to the Irish breeder and 
farmer are the weight-carrying hunter and 
the Irish draught horse. he latter 1s .he 
hardy, vigorous, clean-legged’ animal that 1s 
used in every part of the country for general 
purposes. It is active and tough, lively on 
the road, and full of spirit and go when well 
treated and fairly worked. 

The mares of this type have bone and sub- 
stance, and are an ideal foundation when 
crossed with the thoroughbred for the pro- 
diction of hunters. The breed has, in the 
course of ages, adapted itself to the climate 
and soil of Ireland;. it crosses very success- 
fully with the thoroughbred, but the results 
of ing it with the heavy draught breeds 
of Great Britain have been, on the whole, 
very disappointing. 

A SHORT-SIGHTED POLICY. 

Unfortunately, during the progress of the 
great war, too many Irish farmers were so 
short-sighted as to abandon the breeding of 
hunters, and adopted instead the policy of

breed of Irish draught horses, as the type best 
suited to the needs of the Irish farmer, and 
a Register or Stud Book for the breed was 
set up by the Department. In the first year 
44 stallions and S75 mares were registered, 
and, the numbers have since increased ‘to 84 
and 861, respectively. The animals regis- 
tered are chosen only efter careful imspec- 
tion and veterinary examination, and must 
be of good general conformation and of the 
true Irish draught character and weight. 
Animals showing signs of imported cart- 
horse blood are rejected, the aim being to 
establish a foundation stock of sound, clean- 
legged draught horses suitable to the re- 
quirements of the average Irish farmer, and 
the breeder of hunters as well. 


SUCCESS OF THE SCHEME. 

On this scheme will depend, to a large 
extent, the success of future horse-breedin 
in Ireland. It is being fostered by specia 
prizes, nominations to mares, and the pur- 
chase of stallions and their re-sale in areas 
where such sires are not available. The a 
geny of registered mares by sires of their 
own type are also inspected, and, if of suffi-

Shires. On account of the wastage of the 
war and the shortage of mm & great, de- 
mand arose íor strongly built horses suited 
for heavy agricultural work and city haulage. 
A tillage campaign was at the time in full 
swing, and motor lorries in places like Man- 
chester, Liverpool and Glasgow, were laid up 
for want of petrol. In consequence, there 
was a demand for heavy draught horses, and 
breeding from thoroughbred sires was con- 
sidérably lessened in Ireland. Instead of 
hunters there was produced a crop of draught 
horses of poor quality in the main. Now 
that hunting has become more fashionable 
than ever a iealead. there has arisen a brisk 
demand for hunters of four, five, and six 
years old, particularly horses that have 
already been ridden to hounds; and, unfor- 
tunately, the demand cannot be availed of in 
full, because the animals are not in the 
country. Thus, the foolish policy of 1915 
and succeeding years is causing much loss of 
revenue to Ireland. 
THE IRISH DRAUGHT HORSE. 


_ In 1917 the Departmert of Agriculture set 
itself to establish in a permanent manner the

This scheme, however, is concerned only 
with the development of the Irish draught 
horse, and does not contemplate the provision 
of thoroughbred .sites for crossing with the 
mares of that type. The Bepartment have a 
uo horse-breeding scheme under “which 

oroughbred stallions oí high merit are 
registered for the service of mares nominated 
for the purpose. As has been pointed out, 
the best weight-carrying hunters in the 
world result from the crossing of the native 
Irish draught mare with the thoroughbred 
stallion. But the supply of thoroughbred 
sires in the country districts of Ireland is 
much reduced. Their numbers are less, pro- 
bably by 60 per cent., than they were ten or 
eleven years ago. Private enterprise cannot 
be expected to provide sufficient thorough- 
bred sites to keep up the supply of hunters; 
and it is a question whether State assistance 
should not be immediately available for the 
revival of hunter breeding, an industry for 
which Ireland is peculiarly suited, which has 
been a source of great profit to the country, 
and the success of which in the past has 
created for Irish horses a reputation second 
to none in the world.

_ Stz,—I noticed in your issue: of. the 20th 
inst. an article by ‘‘ A Special Correspondent,” 
and the heading, ‘‘ Drawbacks of the Open- 
Air System,” rather. surprised me. I mention 
that I was surprised, because although, when 
I first advocated “and wrote about my open- 
air syetem oí pig breeding, which I was carry. 
ing out on my weald clay farms in Sussex, I 
met with considerable opposition and even 
ridicule, for some time past it has become 
obvious that not only has the opposition 
abated. but my open-air system has become 
generally recognised to be the only way in 
which to breed pigs which. are healthy and 
are a commercial proposition. 

Upon reading the article, however, I found 
that it was in reality a eulogy on the open-air 
system, the only point raised against it being 
that, with wet feeding, the cost of labour was 
too great compared with that necessary to 
attend to pigs in buildings. Apart from the 

eat capital outlay tavolwed in using build- 
ings and the admitted serious difficulty’ of 
rearing large numbers of healthy pigs in this 
way, the keeping of. pigs on the open-air 
system does not in reality involve high labour 
charges. On my farms here, and on. sections 
whure wet feeding is still in vogue, my labour 
cost’ per week per breeding pig works out at 
id. My pigmen get 35s. a week, and this 
tneana that one man can on an average look 
after sixty pigs on my open-air system. 

What is forgotten is that, although pigs in 
slies, being more concentrated, take less time 
to feed, much more labour. has to be expended 
oi keeping the stica clean, whereas open-air 
pigs require much less attention in this re- 
sect, as, whea they are able to have their 
freedom. they very seldom foul their huts 
and, therefore, straw only requires to be put 
14 at sntervale,

If, however, farmers will 
only increase their numbers of poultry and 
pigs, using the wheat and other corn in this 
way, I am sure they will have no reason to 
bemoan a loss, but rather to congratulate 
themselves that necessity forced them to take 
such steps. 

Young stock purchased now will convert all 
their arable produce into highly profitable 
products. Pork and bacon are still high in 
price, and promise to be still higher—cer- 
tainly not lower. Poultry also, whether kept 
for production of eggs or sold for table pur 
poses, show satisfactory returns even when 
food hes to he purchased, 

With all their natural edvantages, farmers 
should seize the opportunity of embracin 
these ‘‘side-lines’’ which, although despi 
by so many in the past, will become the 
farmers’ salvation if only given a fair trial.—

If milk production is to continue on a large 
scale in order to meet the public demand, 
dairy farmers must be in oh ages 9 to supply 
at a reasonable prite. is they can do 
with the assistance of mechanical milkers, - 
which ‘should Re a long way towards réducing 
the labour bill, and m this way allow of a 
reduction in the price of milk. 

It-is somewhat remarkable that in Denmark 
the use of milking machines is not.very ex- 
tensive. They are, however, largely availed 
of in the United States and Canada. This 
may be regarded as a tribute to their value 
where labour is scarce. Of’ course ‘they re- 
quire to be kept in good condition, otherwise 
the results may be very unsatisfactory. 

This matter of the proper care of milking 
machinery raises the whole question of 
cleanliness in everything. appertaining to 
dairying. The necessity of this ‘cannot ‘ve 
too strongly emphasised. 

The introduction of foreign matter and in- 
jurious bacteria into milk as‘ the, résult of

Further, now that right of entry has been 
accorded to cattle from one British colony, 
the matter will not rest there, but other 
colonies will be asking for similar conces- 
sions, though it is not easy to see how store 
stock could be brought the six weeks’ voyage 
from Australia or New Zealand, and sold in 
British markets at a profit to their owners. 


Demand for Young Cattle. 


While breedérs, from the outset, resented 
this new hour sepa graziers and «attle 
feeders generally were inclined to welcome 
the additional supplies of the raw material 
of their ey. which these imports should 
provide; and the earliest lots of Canadian 
stores were timed to reach here at the begin- 
ning of the grazing season, when they met a 
very favourable market. This is partly to be 
accounted for by the temporary shortage of 
good beef always noticeable im the early 
summer months;}when the last of the yard-fed 
beasts have been marketed, and ho grazier’s 
cattle are ie available. But this season 
there was an unusually small number of 
really good home-raised stores suitable for 
the  grazier’s purpose, During 1921-22 
breeders, having in mind the threat of the 
Canadian importations, and fearing a slump 
in the store cattle market, sent to the butcher 
large numbers. of promising young animals, 
which would otherwise have been reared. The 
extensive areas of land that have Jately been 
put down to grass enhanced the demand for 
young: cattle, and this demand is likely to be 
maintained. | 


Fat—Not Stores. 


During the past four months cattle have 
arrived from Canada in fairly large numbers, 
and ‘specimen lots have been on offer at all 
the leading stock markets of the country. 
There is general complaint from the graziers, 
however, that an undue proportion of these 
afrivals are in such condition that they should 
properly be classed as fat cattle, since they 
need only two or three weeks’ feeding to fit 
them for slaughter. A good supply of stores 
proper would be welcome to the fatteners, but 
the cattle complained of offer no prospect of 
ge to anyone but the butcher, by whom 
he ripest have been purchased for immediate 
slaughter. resolutions have been

Coming Importations and Irish Cattle. 


In the spring it was estimated that some 
20,000 to 530,000 Canadian stores would come 
over during April and May. But the numbers 
which ‘actually arrived. fell very short of the 
estimate, and only some 10,000 to 12,000 had 
reached here by, the end of July. Probably 
‘the larger proportion of the Dominion stores 
will arrive on the British markets in the 
autumn, and Canadian breeders will, in this 
way, sell under the most favourable condi- 
tions, when the cattle are at their best, at 
the end of ‘the ch summer grazing season. 
* Canadian authorities have estimated that 
not more than 100,000 stores will reach British 
eke: in the present’ year. But the Dominion 

ernment has informed its breeders and 
feeders that, in future, the British market 
should probably be able to absorb some 
stores each year, in addition tó

At various 
British markets they have reached prices on 
the average from £24 to £50 each, but in 
some cases £35 or more for very good speci- 
mens.”

Working Their Passage. 


It is customary to engage attendants at the 
rate of three men for every hundred head of 
cattle carried, and after the first day or two 
the work of tying up the animals being com- 
pleted, the duties fall into a routine, and are 
not very arduous. A night watchman is on 
duty throughout ‘the voyage, and makes a 
round of the pens at*fréquent intervals. ' This 
is necessary, since the lurching of the ship 
might throw a closely tethered animal into 
such a position that, without timely assistance, 
it might be strangled. 

The services of men to feed and water the 
cattle on the voyage are oftep obtained 
cheaply by offering “ free passages ” to Eng- 
land in exchange for the work, which .is de- 
scribed as “‘light.” The offer appeals to 
emigrants from Britain who have failed to 
'“make good” in Canada, and who are glad 
of an opportunity to get home under cheap 
conditions. But many farmers and farm 
workers anxious to visit the ‘‘Old Country ”’ 
are not averse to working their passage on a 
cattle boat by carrying out duties which are 
not arduous to those accustomed to life on a 
farm. The accommodation and food supplied 
for the attendants are anything but. luxurious, 
but are, at any rate, no worse than that pro- 
vided for the crew of the ship. 3 

Under the direction of a skilled foreman the 
cattle are wel] looked after, and it is seldom 
that any casualties occur on board ship. The 
writer lately accompanie@ a large consignmet 
of cattle on their voyage from Moné-eal to 
this country, and in this instance every animal 
taken on board was landed on this side alive 
and in good condition.

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HOME-KEEPING HEARTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sixn,—Sometimes a true story is spoilt by 
being set in fictitious surroundings. It used 
to be told thus: Once a week the country- 
‘people were allowed to wander through the 
grounds and gardens of an old mansion. One 
evening as the gardener was taking some of 
his friends around, he paused at a bed of 
Love-in-a-Mist, and said, ‘‘1  disremember 
what the Mistress calls this, but I think it is 
Coortin’ in the Dew.’ ‘‘ Dew’’ is not pro- 
nounced “ diew,’’ but ““joo,” possibly the old 
English pronunciation, like “ murther,”” and 
so many others of our words. “ Sort’’ is pro- 
nounced “‘soart’’; ‘‘‘altogither” and “iver” 
are never heard here; ‘‘« ««” is pronounced 
“mwvver,” “‘ Laylock’’ is the old English 
word; Besant used it in ' The Chaplain of 
the Fieet.’’

The intense and insistent call of home that 
Francis Ledwidge felt in the last few months

But no truer words were ever written, and in 
the wake of this homesickness come héartsick- 
ness and brainsickness and an utter weariness 
of life, Be sure his blackbirds missed him. 
That vear an old man died who had been 
cheered by the visits of a robin that used to 
hop abont.the breakfast table and nick the 
crumbs that he strewed for it. On his burial 
dáy the robin flew through one of his bedroom 
windows, lit on his coffin, and sang its beauti- 
ful little sorig. ' Then the coffin was. carried 
downstairs. Who would not wish for such a 
funeral hymn?

The orisis in the Balkans is developing 
vith’ perilous ‘rapidity. The peremptory 
Note which Signor Mussolini ‘sent. to 
Greece has thrown the whole Balkan 
Peninsula into a fever of excitement, and 
everybody is waiting anxiously for ' tlie 
Greeks’ reply. In the meanwhile, appa- 
rently, the Italian Government is taking 
po unnecessary risks. The Milan corres- 
pondent of a London: evening newspaper 
‘reports that the fleet which has been lying 
in Taranto harbour has received orders 
to clear for action; as operations against 
Greece may begin almost at any moment. 
According to the Tribwna, ‘the correspon- 
edents of three. Greek newspapers have 
been expelled from Rome. Indignation meet- 
ings have been held in all the important 
cities of Italy. The temper of Athens is 
unknown, but its complete acceptance of 
Signor Mussolini 's: ultimatum is ‘regarded 
as highly improbable. Like Serbia nine 
years ago, Greece, while not acknowledging 
responsibility for the frontier murders, is 
prépared to submit to some of the terms 
of the ultimatum, but declares that she 
cannot expose herself to the national 
‘humiliation which the other terms in- 
-volve.. The Council of Ambassadors. in 
Paris has sent a telegram to the Greek 
Government, protesting. in the name of 
the French, British and Italian Govern- 
ments against the murder of the Italian 
mission, and inviting the Hellenic Govern- 
ment to institute an immediate inquiry 
into the outrage. Possibly this interven- 
tion may prevent untoward action within 
the next four om five days. Next week the 
Assembly of the League of Nations will 
meet at Geneva, and it is reported that 
the Greeks will refer the whole matter 
to the League’s arbitration. As both 
“Greece and Italy are members of the 
League, this way. out. of the difficulty un- 
doubtedly ought to be chosen. There is 
a possibility, however, that either ‘the 
Greeks or the Italians may do something 
within the next few days to -precipitate a 
conflict. A Greeco-Italian war in the Balkans 
hardly could be localised. The Southern 
Slavs of Jugo-Slavia are still extremely 
bitter against the Italians, and they would 
be almost certain to intervene on the 
side of Greece, On the other hand, the 
Bulgars are itching to avenge their 
humiliation after the Great War, and 
Western ‘Thrace, with its admirable 
Aigean port, would be too good a prize to 
be missed. Turkey, in her turn, would 
want to take a hand in the game, while 
one or other of the European Powers, 
sooner or later, would find that this 
or that interest was imperilled. ~/ The 
situation is very grave, and we hope that 
neither Signor Mussolini nor the Creeks 
will do anything to worsen it. With tact 
and good-will the crisis can be resolved 
by peaceful inethods, but the atmosphere 
of war is gathering apace, and the League 
of Nations ought to take action at the 
earliest possible momént.

Price-Cutting. 


German. enterprise has dealt largely in 
the propagation and sale of. flower-seeds. 
With the town of Erfurt as the centre of 
the industry, the German cultivators have 
sent their seeds in vast quantities to the 
ends of the earth. In other branches ‘of 
horticulture they have not been able to 
register a like success. British growers 
of fruit-trees and bushes; roses and 
flowering shrubs, and the Dutch bulb- 
growers have had no difficulty in retaining 
their markets. Now, however, comes 
word that the Germans are making a 
heroic bid to secure a foothold ‘in the rose 
and fruit-tree market.” The report states 


have been circularised by a combination 


them to collect orders íor nursery stock 
on a commission basis. The prices at 
which the stock is offered are far lower 
than anything that British  nurserymen 
can accept. Named roses are offered at 
65s. per 1,000 f.o.b. Hamburg, apple trees 
at 55s. per 100, gooseberry bushes at 80s. 
per 1,000. When we remember that an 
English nurseryman who should sell three- 
year-old fruit-trees of quality at 55s. a 
dozen, or good named roses ‘at sixpence 
apiece, would be . thought to.. be. cutting 
prices, we shall realise the impossibility 
of competition with this German offer. 
Of course, the quality of the wares is 
another matter. Rose cuttings, for 


blooms under glass are often sold in the 
following year by unscrupulous vendors ; 
but they would not be worth the carriage 
from Hamburg. There sre also apples 
and apples, and many of them would not 
be worth 55s. a hundred delivered free. 
On the other hand, it may bg that under 
the conditions now prevailing in Germany 
the growers of large stocks of first-class 
trees and bushes are gled to get these pw 
prices for them. In that case the British 
growers must look to their laurels,

Constantinople the 
memory of Allenby's victories in ‘Palestine 
‘and of Maude in Mesopotamia. was fresh, 
aad our prestige in the Near East had never 
stood higher. There were few corners of the 
Turkish Empire into which British troops 
did not penetrate. From the Caucasian 
frontier to the Persian Gulf, from Southern 
| Arabia to Jerusalem, khaki was the fashion- 
able wear. Then, with our unfortunate en- 
couragement of the. Greek adventure, ; our 
reputation sank until, in. the crisis of last 
September, it had reached zero, and we were 
oa the very verge of war. : 

To-day we leave Constantinople with a 
name more honourable than that of any 
European Power, and for that we have 
chiefly to thank Sir Charles Harington and 
the restraint and discipline of the British 
troops in circumstances often of. great” pro- 
vocation. Our memories may be short, but 
we have surely not forgotten the burning oi 
Smyrna, the problem of the defence ot 
Chanak, and our anxieties for the Christian 
population of Constantinople, when crowds 
of Turks, wild with excitement over Kemal’s 
victories, were parading the streets of Pera, 
and smashing the windows of Greek banks 
and shops. a4 

Throughout those difficult days Harington 
always maintained that we had nothing to 
gein worth the life of a single British se 
which cou’d not be gained without war.

He stuck to that opinion at a time when 
the; ‘sovernment at home was, to put it 
mildly, suggesting that he should seek the 
bubble reputation at the cannon’s mouth—a 
sure temptation io a soldier—and many 
around him were \urging that the use of the 
high hand was the only method which ‘the 
Turk understood. . With sounder judgment 
Harington showed that he knew just how far 
to let the Turk go, and when to say “ No,” 
finally and definitely. 

Let. me give one instance of this, which I 
saw -at first hand. When the Turkish cele- 
brations over. Kéemal’s entry into Smyrna 
were in progress there were-many old stagers 
amongst the British colony who held that 
these were. a direct challenge to our 
ai:thority, that with our tiny garrison—the 
reinforcements had not then arrived—we 
ceuld take no. risks, and should act at once. 
Herimgton said—‘‘ No. The Turks have won 
their victories. . They have a right to cele- 
legate them.” But when the breaking of 
windows and the damage to property 
followed, Harington again said “ No. '—This 
time to the. Turk—‘‘ The demonstrations 
‘must cease :nd the damage be paid for.” 
The ‘justice of this appealed to the Turk, 
aba he was yed. .

By the same skilful alternation of con- 
cession and firmness Harington, though his 
task was made none too easy by the in- 
judicious intervention of M. Franklin 
‘Bouillon, .wrung peace from . Igmet at 
Mudania,’ and he leaves Constantinople with 
Ismet as a firm friend. But he -would be 
the’ first to sav that his task was made 
possible for him by the conduct of his troops. 
Harington and. his men bring us back peace, 
with honour, an achievement worth more to 
us ‘than many a hard. won victory... They 
gsoculd be given. a: public, welcome, and be. 
told that a soldier who keeps peace is. at

' JANE CLEGG.” 


Last night’ at the Gaiety Theatre Miss 
Sybil Thorndike gave her third production of 
the week—Mr. St. John Ervine s three-act 
play, “ Jane Clegg,’’ which was followed by 
a scene from ** Henry VIII.” 

The theme of Mr. Ervine 's play is interest- 
ing. Its real merit (and it is undoubtedly 
‘Mr. Ervine’s ‘best play, which is saying a 
good deal) is what one might describe as the 
‘local colour,” or the ‘* incidental music.” 
That is to say that the trappings of the play 
are muth mére important than ‘its plot. 
Henry Clegg is a “rotter, but he is such a 
painful ‘‘rotter’’ that one cannot help sym- 

athising a little -vith him. He is plausible. 
He has married a wife who is far above him 
‘morally, and, therefore, they drift completety 
apart. He forms a liateon with another girl, 
whom he gets “into trouble.” He decides 
to go with her to Canada, and, ‘in order to 
get the necessary money for the trip, robs his 
employers.” The theft is found out before he 
can depart, and his wife, to save his name, 
makes good the amount. But Jane, his wife, 
though prepared to save his name’ fon her 
children’s sake, is not prepared to live with 
him any longer, and so she parts with him 
almost unmoved. : 

It is a fine psychological study; but Mr. 
Ervine really ought to have called his play 
“ Henry Clegg,” for there is a finer study of 
the man in the play than there is of the 
woman. 

Miss Thorndike played Jane Clegg. She 
acted the part with admirable restraint and 
with rea] insight. She has now shown us 
that she can play tragedy, comedy, and that 
which somewhere in between. Mr. 
Casson, who played Henry Clegg, was excel- 
lent. His was a perfect picture of the rather 
broken-down, seventh-rate clerk. Miss 
Margaret Yarde as his mother, who, in her 
zeal for her son, managed ‘to bring all his 
misdeeds to the front, was exceptionally good. 
Mr. Pearse and Mr. Boulton were also ad- 
mirable in their parts. One must not fail to 
notice the good acting of Misses Charpentier 
and Haidee as Jane Clegg’s children. It 
was altogether a fine performance, which well 
deserved its splendid reception.

A Serious Point. 


The. serious thing is that the Italian 
Government has jumped-to the conclusion 
that the crime was inspired from Athens.

A Difference. 


There are, fortunately,. points 4!

Signor Mussoliní a Attitude. 

But there is no reason to suppose that 
the Italians, though they have no love for 
the Greeks, have any desire t wipe Greece 
off the map. Signer Mussolimi’s action. 
we may fairly believe, is inspired by no 
more sinister object than that-of obliginc 
the new Government oí Greece to put its 
house in. order, and, in sartivelor to 
suppress the flagrant attacks upon the 
Italians which have been ‘ap ng for 
some time in the Athens Press. :: The sug- 
gestion that his own Government ix ne, 
too securg, and that ‘he’ is deliberatel- 
risking the possibility of war in order to 
increase its prestige, seems to me to be 
too cynical to be worth discussing. 


The League of Nations. 


Another factor in. the problem not 
present in 1914 is the existence. of an 
international body whose main raison 
détre “is the prevention ‘of war. The 
Greeks, it is said, will ask that the 
dispute should be submitted to the League 
of Nations, whose Council, by a fortunate 
coincidence, is meeting to-morrow, while the 
‘annual Assembly opens its sittings next 
Monday. It is recalled that the dispute 
between Sweden and Finland was com- 
posed by the League. of which béth Italy 
and Greece are members, and ‘accordingly 
both reason and precedent are in favour 
of a similar course. being followed on thé 
present océasion, . 


The Value of Delav. 


Under: the League Convention a period 
of at least nine months ‘must elapse before 
the parties to a dispute so referred can 
go to war over it, and it is argued .quite 
justifiably that few quarrels*would remain 
at white heat after they had had so Jong 
to cool.
